California Club’s Dominance. 



San Francisco, Cal., June 9, — Much dis<*ussioii 
and objection is in California racing circles over | 
James W. Coffroth’s annoiineed plan to eontnd 1 
racing in the oxtr«*nie AA^est. 'Pin* fair pr<»mot(*rs, 
Avho wore planning to have ninning races at their 
eighteen meetings, art' not Avilling to apply to 
the Tijuana .Toekey Clnh for sanctions. They *haA*e 
appealed to the Gidden Gat(* Thoronghbr(*d Breeders* 
Asso(*iation, Avhieh (*m*oiiraged the Indding of those 
races last y(*ar, for assistance. The breeders are 
talking of taking some action to cheek Coffroth’s 
plans. Pn*sid«*nt Cliarles W. Clark is out of the 
city, but iiiM>n his return, a me(*ting of the execu- 
tive committee Avill b«* ealled. Individual memlx'rs 
are discussing tin* possibilit.v of applying to the 
Jockey Club of New York for a cliarter, so that 
they will be in a position to prev(*nt Mr. ColTroth 
from dictating to the state and district fairs and, 
also, from interfering -with other meetings that 
might be held. 

The breeders declare that if the horsemen are 
barred from the Tijuana track because tiiey race at 
the unsanctioned fair meetings, as Coffroth has 
threatened, the Golden Gate Association Avould be 
able to bar horses that compete at Tijuana. The 
horsemen are noisily discussing the Avhole affair 
and a keen dispute is probably in prosiiect.
